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FOREWORD 


With this Book Two, reading on a planned system begins. 

The teaching method is a combination of ‘Look and Say’, by 
which the pupil sees the word or simple sentence as a whole, and 
word-and-sentence building, by which the pupil is led to recognize 
the similarities and differences in the arrangement of letters in 
words, and the pattern of simple sentences. 

We have to develop four skills that are essential to reading. 
They are: 

(a) The skill to recognize accurately, without mistake, single 
letters. 
This is not easy for beginners. They are sometimes confused 
by b-d; g-q; r-v; h-k; m-n, etc. 

Also combinations of letters: sh; th; cl; st; sl; br; 
dr; nd; nt; etc., which are so common at the beginnings 
or the endings of English words. Also, our pupils must 
have the skill to see at once the differences between words 
which are very much alike: on/no; was/saw; now/how ; 
stone/store ; there/their ; etc. 

(b) The skill not only of accurate recognition but of rapid recogni- 
tion, so that the meaning is not lost or broken by long pauses 
while the pupil puzzles over a difficulty. 


(c) The skill to grasp, rapidly and accurately, the meaning of what 
is being read. When our pupils read aloud to us, we cannot 
always be certain that they know the meaning of what they 
are saying. 

You can read the word risible! ; but, although you can read 
it aloud, do you know the meaning ? 

For this reason, reading aloud, even if it is perfect, is not 
enough. There must be many tests and exercises to ensure that 
the reading is meaningful to the pupil.

They too can be read silently, though the answer is spoken. The 
pupils may respond to flash-cards either together or individually 
as their names are called, 

New words and sentence patterns should not be introduced 
into reading material until they are familiar in speech. 
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Flash-card work can both precede and accompany the work 
covered by the early Steps in this book. 


PLANNING LESSONS 
Throughout these Teacher's Notes there is one simple plan for 
every lesson, in six steps: 
"Step One. Oral Preparation.- 
Step Two. Model Reading. 
Step Three. Silent Reading. 
Step Four. Individual Reading, 
‘Step Five. Exercises. 
Step Six. Quiet Activity. 


STEP ONE, ORAL PREPARATION 

The essential foundation in learning English is the ability to 
speak English confidently. This is best taught through some form 
of the Direct Oral Method, by which the pupils practise speaking 
about objects that they can see and actions that they can do. 

Every lesson therefore begins with Oral Preparation in which 
the pupil is practised in speaking English. In this Step too, he 
learns, and is given oral practice in, the new sentence patterns, 
phrases and words that he will meet in his reading. 

The teacher should have available for this Step a considerable 
amount of apparatus, all of which can be easily obtained or made. 
He needs 


(a) A collection of small objects in common use, as in the purely 
oral work of Book One: stones, pins, buttons, sticks; tins 
and boxes for use as containers for the prepositions in, out of, 
etc. ; and coloured articles for practice in adjectives. 

(b) Modelling material of the kind usually employed in the school 
in handwork lessons, for use in Step Six, Quiet Activity, of 
each lesson. E 

Oral Preparation will need at least three, and in some classes 
four or five, periods before the pupils open their books. 
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STEP TWO, MODEL READING

STEP THREE, SILENT READING 


Most of the reading that we do. 


, and that the pupil will do when

his school, is ‘silent’ reading to 
gain information, It is very necessary, then, that the pupil should 
be accustomed to this from the beginning. He must have time to 
look at what he has to read and to think about it. You will see in 
the Notes that he is often required, too, to read through the 
Lesson again before he does the exercises of Step Five. 

Silent Reading will usually take the equivalent of at least one 
full period in all; but it may be done by sections at a time, in the 


periods of Model Reading or at the beginning of Step Four, 
Individual Reading. 


STEP FOUR, INDIVIDUAL READING 


This is ‘reading aloud’ by the pupils. It is called Individual 
Reading to emphasize that it is important to practise the 
individual pupil in reading aloud.

While the ability to read'aloud in a clear, natural manner is of 
value, the great value of reading lies in the ability to understand 
what is read and to use this understanding for a particular purpose.

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The number of periods required for this Step depends on the 
amount of reading matter in the Lesson. At least one period will 
be needed and often two or three. 


STEP FIVE, EXERGISES 

We need to make sure that our pupils have fully understood 
what they were taught in Step One and what they have learnt 
from their reading. This Step should enable us to do this, as the 
exercises are of a kind that cannot be learned by heart. They 
compel the pupil to read the material again and then they test 
the pupil's grasp of what he has read. 


STEP SIX, QUIET ACTIVITY 

"This Step is introduced for two reasons. The first is that, wherc 
there is time, it is a good thing to reinforce by handwork the 
teaching that has already been given. When a pupil draws or 
models something he has heard or read about, he is helped to 
remember what he has heard and read. The second reason is 
that, when a teacher has a large class, he often needs time to give 
more help to those pupils who are backward. He can do this 
while the other pupils are engaged in their Quiet Activity. 

One period should be sufficient for this Step. 

We have said that the Direct Oral Method is the foundation of 
teaching English, and we must emphasize this. It does not mean, 
however, that the teacher must never use the mother-tongue. 
The Notes indicate where it is desirable to do so: usually where 
the meaning of a word or an idea cannot be easily explained by 
means of an object or a drawing or by demonstrating an action. 
For instance, it may be easier to explain in the mother-tongue the 
difference between ‘a good boy’ and ‘a bad boy’ than to demon- 
strate it! 

One last word. We wish to help our pupils: that is our duty. 
We cannot help them if we do not prepare our lessons. These 
Notes are written to help the teacher in his work and to make it 
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easier for him. The Pupil's Book and the Notes are complemen- 
tary. Some of the teaching is in the Pupil's Book and some of it 
is in the Notes, and the two have been closely correlated. So 
please do not omit anything from either book, unless you replace 
it with something of your own that you think is more suitable in 
your circumstances.
